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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claim 1-7 and 9-11 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

I. 142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 10, received July 10, 2001. 

3. Applicant's election of the species of Figure 1, claim 8 in Paper No. 10, received July 10, 
2001 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. Receipt is acknowledged of the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) received August 

II, 2000 and April 10, 2001. 

5. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
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the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. See page 45, for example of the instant specification. 

Drawings 

6. Figure 35 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that which 
is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

Specification 

7. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

8. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: For example, the 
first full paragraph on page 45 in line 14 "further" should be —Further--. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

9. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



11. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Ishii et al (US 
5,265,083). 



12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. US D377,648 to Young and US D4 10,464 to Hakoda show a reproducing device with 
a display..
